COUSIN MARY. 


From “ Our Village: Sketches of Rural Character and 
Scenery " By Mics Mitford. 


About four years ago, passing a few days 
with the highly educated daughter of some 
friends in this neighborhood, I found domesti- 
cated in the family a young lady, whom I shall 
call as they called her, Cousin Mary. She 
wasabout eighteen, not beautiful perhaps, but 
lovely certainly to the fullest extent of that 
loveliest word; as fresh as a rosa ; as fair asa 
lily ; with lips like winter berries, dimpled, 
smiling lips; and eyes of which nobody could 
tell the color, they danced so incessantiy in 
their own gay light.
